Having 
frightened Mrs. Hamilton as badly as he 
could, the thief abruptly left by the front 
door, running down the steps and disap- 
pearing, .Mrs. Hamilton did not recover 
from the shock sufficiently for-two hours 
to report the matter to the police. Had 
she .communicated, -with police headquar- 
ters by telephone there might have been 
an opportunity of catching the thief be- 
fore he made good his escape. A fairly 
good Description is in the bands of tho 
police and it is not improbable .that the 
daring robber will yet be landed behind 
prison doors. .

Japan Will Not Act Unless There is 


Sincere Effort to Bring 


About Peace. 


s 'WASHINGTON, Jane 14—Russia's 
formal response to President 
Roose- 


velt's appeal Jo the Far Eastern bel- 
ligerents for a cessation o£ hostilities 
has been communicated to the Toluo 
government 
by the President. The 


note written by Count Lamsdorff, by 
direction 
of Emperor Nicholas, and 


banded by the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs to Ambassador Meyer at St. Pe- 
tersburg, was placed In turn in the 
bands of Minister 
Takahira by the 


President and transmitted by Mr. Ta- 
kahlra to Toklo 
The President is In

expectation that a response 


may be received from the Japanese 
government. 


RUSSIAN RESPONSE. 


Doubt Is expressed 
in 
important 


quarters whether the Russian response 
Is satisfactory to Japan 
The govern- 


ment of the Island empire is war} of 
its big European antagonist, and has 
Indicated its intention of rot sacrific- 
ing its dearly bought victories at arms 
In the conflict of diplomacy which now 
Is being waged. Minister Takahira is 
Inclined to look askance at that part 
of the Russian note which reads 


"As for an eventual meeting of Rus- 


Blan and Japanese plenipotentiaries 
charged with ascertaining how far it 
would be possible for the two powers 
to elaborate conditions of peace, the 
Imperial government would have no 
objection In principle to such an at- 
tempt If the Japanese government ex- 
pressed a desire therefor." 


TO REACH PEACE. 


Japan has indicated plainly that If 


there Is a 
conference between Its 


plenipotentiaries and those of Russia 
It must be held with a definite under- 
standing that a sincere effort to reach 
a permanent peace agreement Is to be 
maintained. 
She Is willing to talk 


business with Russian negotiators em- 
powered to do likewise, but she does 
not propose to permit any unusual 
strings to be attached to the Russian 
conferences—strings which may be 
pulled to her ultimate disadvantage 
An American official expressed in a 
few words Japan's position 


"If Russia is sincere in her desire 


for peace, peace can be arranged; if 
not, Japan Is ready to go on with the 
"war." 


No suggestion of a serious hitch in 


the peace negotiations is expected at 
this moment. Such inquiries as are 
possible to make at this writing have 


i elicited assurances that the situation 
is favorable for an amicable arrange- 
ment of the peace conference. 
The 


negotiations now have to do with the 
selection of a location for the confer- 
ence, and the numbei of plenipoten- 
tiaries 
These details may be adjusted 


satisfactorily 
soon, although It Is 


pointed out that the negotiations may 
be prolonged for several days 
Assur- 


ance is given at the White House that 
as soon as arrangements shall have 
been completed a formal announce- 
ment of their purport will be publish- 
ed to the world. 


GERMANY'S REPRESENTATIVE. 
Confident that the negotiations are 


progressing as rapidly as can be ex- 
pected, Baron Speck \on Sternburg, 
the German Ambassador, has decided 
to go to Deer Park, Md, today and 
remain there for several days 
The 


Ambassador believes that the selec- 
tion of a place and plenipotentiaries, 
while not the only details yet to be 
decided are among the most Import- 
ant, and he does not look for any seri- 
ous hitch prior to the meeting of the 
plenipotentiaries

any she could have Anticipated before the 
war She is now mistress of the Baatern 
seas and will remain so for many years 
to come, bnt If her appetite has increased 
inordinately, she should remember that 
Russia's means are not exhausted.

A discussion of the sub' 
ject will be necessarily prolonged and tu 
arrange a new convention -will take time.

named by Mrs. Smith as dead and one 
of those who lived in the old house at 
228 Post street at the time of the al- 
eged crimes, voluntarily made a' state- 
ment to Captain of Detectives'Burnett 
yesterday which seems to utterly dis- 
prove Mrs. Smith's story. 


Green says that there'was no cellar 


:n the house' at 228 Post street, where 
Mrs. Smith claimed the murdered min- 
ng man and two Norwegian students 
were buried. .He says that jn 1870,, the 
time of, the alleged crimes, his wife, 
described by Mrs. Smith as a little 
girl who played with (her in the cellar 
and found graves, was a grown-wo- 
man and married to him. She is now 
dead. 


Mrs. Smith had claimed tfeat Green 


if alive, would know about the crimes. 
She called on Green yesterday morn- 
ing and tried to convince him that he 
did', but he simply invited her to leave 
his 
office. 
Green says Mrs. Smith 


told him she told the story to get even 
on Mrs. Merrill for alleged cruelties. 
He also says .his wife, Josie, was tie 
real daughter of Parker Merrill and 
not a child' picked up by Mrs. Merrill 
in the East to take the place o"f ,a de- 
ceased daughter. To Green Mrs. Smith 
told several conflicting stories as to 
how she heard of the alleged murder 
of a. Dr. Coolide in,Boston by Mrs. 
Merrill. George Green,, son of the pa- 
trolman, says Mrs. Smith demanded a 
slice of the Parker Merrill.estate from 
him, 
and, when refused it, started the 


story about his grandmother. 


According to the Greens there lived 


at 
the. Post-street' house Pasquel 


Becket, who is still alive,' John Fraser, 
Mr. and Mrs. Merrill and George Green 
Si", and wife. There were no Norwer- 
gian students and no mining men. 


Mrs. 
Smith repeated her stories "to 


Chief Clerk Norman of the Police De- 
partment yesterday, but Norman says 
the woman admitted to him that she 
was not sure that her story was not a 
dream. 
Mrs. Smith denies any such 


admission and sticks to her story.

CHICAGO, June 14.—The teamsters- 


strike proper has almost been lost sight 
of, the attention of both sides to the con- 
troversy being occupied more with the 
charges of bribery in connection with the 
labor unions in Chicago than with the real 
Issue. Within .the next twenty-four hours, 
it was said,, a history of the secret tran- 
sactions of labor unions in Chicago for the 
past four years will be made public, and 
the information, it is said, will implicate 
many labor leaders who, it is asserted, 
lave accepted bribes to call off strikes. 
The man who is expected to give this in- 
formation is John C. -Drlscoll, former sec- 
retary of the Coal Owners' Union, who 
las been the intermediary between the 
employers and the Teamsters' Union in 
this city for the past four years.

Driscoll says he will appear before the 
Grand .Jury with documentary evidenca 
showing that several labor leaders have 
been receiving large sums ' nf 
money 
ig largi 
oil, whii

John 
Paine and an ex-convict named Peter 
Mahon are under arrest, Paine having 
been positively identified by Cooke as 
one of the assailants. A third robber. 
Arthur Vallens, alias Boston, has not 
been caught, Vallens is supposed to 
have the money. He was chased by a 
deputy sheriff three miles to Colton 
and captured by Marshal Adkins of that 
town, who boarded a train 'to return 
here with the prisoner.

The Yellow Peril. 


Difficulties are often met and overcome by definition. 
The Western nations, contemplating the vast populations of 


China, Japan and the Orient generally, have entertained apprehensions 
as to what would happen should the spirit of -modern progress move 
npon this great dead-sea of human life. The Western nations have been 
made conscious of Oriental possibilities by the manifestation of states- 
manship, generalship and military power on the part of Japan. 
The 


island Empire, with a population of less than fift> millions, has met and 
completely overthrown the jmhtary power of Russia with its one hun- 
dreS and forty millions of people. Not only has Japan demonstrated 
the superiority of its prowess in the war on land, but has demonstrated 
its superior capacity to build, officer, man and fight, ships of war. 


Oyama, its chief field marshal, has risen to the magnitude of the 


greatest military commander that ever lived. He has had command 
of more men actually engaged in a single action than any other general 
in any age or tinu;. Admiral Togo has achieved the greatest naval 
victory in the annals of sea warfare. 
Oyama is the Napoleon of mili- 


tary strategy, and Togo the Nelson, of modern times. 


The Western nations are asking themselves as to whether the peo- 


ple of China are endowed with equal potentialities for peace and for 
war. "What," they are asking, ''would'happen if the four or five hun- 
'dred millions of Chinese should acquire the patriotism, the bravery, 
the discipline, the gunnery and the generalship which has been mani- 
fested by the Japanese?" 


In part this question is easily answered. When China rises to the 


position of a first-class military and naval power England will not be 
able to force her to buy opium of the English dependencies in India, 
and the nations of the'world will not be permitted to establish what 
they are pleased to term "zdnes of influence" within the national do- 
main of the Empire of Chioa. Russia has taken Chinese territory 
[whenever it has suited its convenience to do so. It entered Manchuria 
•with the obvious intention of acquiring that territory and adding, it to 
the Russian Empire. It had designs upon Korea, and, ultimately, 
designs upon Japan itself. Foreseeing the result of Russian expansion 
in the Orient, Japan, the youngest military and naval power of the 
iworld, took the bully by the throat, and will force him to pay and 
apologize and to forswear all claim to Manchuria. 
'_ 


The Caucasian race has taken alarm, and talks of the "yellow 


peril," by which, if it understands itself, it means that the time for 
robbing and despoiling the yellow race has passed. 
Whenever the 


Caucasian race has come into contact with a weak and defenseless peo- 
ple it has enslaved them and annexed their territory. The white race 
enslaved the African. The Spaniard despoiled the Aztec and the Pe- 
ruvian, murdering their people, and robbing them of their gold and 
ultimately of their territory. England established an empire in India 
by the grossest possible usurpations. When America was discovered 
the chief value of the discovery, in the minds of the Caucasian race, 
•vvas that it disclosed a new race of men subject of enslavement. 
The 


Indian refused to be enslaved, and became extinct. The white race 
will not need diffeient conceptions of right to deprive China and Japan 
of their liberty and their territory. Russia had entered upon the 
conquest of China, and ultimately of Japan, by its aggressions in China 
and Manchuria, and if the Czar, instead of the Emperor of Japan, was 
dictating the terms of peace today, Japan would lose its territory and 
its nationality, and would become a dependency of Russia 


The only thing that is imperiled by the rise of the yellow races 


Is the opportunity of the white race to despoil them of their rights and 
to rob them of their territory. 


The Equitable Society Adjustment.

aged on safe and legitimate lines. There will be no more speculation; 
no more graft; no more French dinners; no dancing of actresses au 
naturel. On the contrar> there will be a thoroughgoing active busi- 
ness policy that insures safety for the enormous risks assumed by the 
societ\. Mr. Morton is a business man of great shrewdness, and his 
executive ability is of the highest order. He is as straight as a string 
and possesses a large stock of what Western men call "sand." 
He 


will straighten out the tangle in the society's affairs and stop the prac- 
tice of financing stock deals for Wall street speculators. 


In this work he will have the sturdy support and active co-opera- 


tion of Mr. Cleveland, whose vigorous letter accepting the stock trus- 
teeship is a stern rebuke to the Hyde-Alexander management and an 
assurance that its methods \\ill henceforth be repudiated. 


Only a small proportion of people appreciate the significance of 


the satisfactory adjustment of the, internal troubles in the Equitable 
management. " A disaster to the society would have had a far-reaching 
effecUm the mone% market 
The society does a vast business. It ha; 


resources aggregating neaily $500,000,000. 
Its policy-holders num- 


ber hundreds of thousands and its risks aggregate nearly twice the na- 
tional debt. Its ordinar} daily transactions reach into the millions. 
It has immense sums to invest and still greater interests to conserve. 
Were it to collapse there would be a financial panic, and,the entire 
fabric of life insurance in this country would be shaken to its founda- 
tions. 


Fortunately the searchlight of scrutiny turned on the Equitable 


'during the prolonged disputes between its officers, agents and directors 
disclosed that the society was sound financially while its management 
was most unsound. 
The internecine quarrels were the result 


of ill-feeling over the distribution of the profits and personal 
advantages that accrued to its managers 
from unsound meth- 


ods—stock and bond financing which yielded a private rake-off to the 
men vested with the authority to loan and invest the society's money. 
In time this frenzied financing would have involved the society m some 
disaster, the danger of which has been averted by the row between the 
Hvde and Alexander factions. 


Japanese Immigration and Humbug 


A correspondent rather tartly inquires if THE TRIBUNE is in 


favor of Japanese immigration., It is not. Neither is it in, favor of 
humbug. We believe in the Japanese and Chinese staying in their 
own countries—and ruling them, But so long as white men from the 
United States persist in butting in on the Chinese and Japanese, de- 
manding trade and other concessions, and forcing their presence, re- 
ligion, customs and modes of life on the Orientals, we cannot close our 
eyes to the inconsistency of closing our gates* against them. 
If we 


batter down the gates of other people that we may make entrance we 
cannot consistently object to keeping our gates open to others. THE 
TRIBUNE is opposed to immigration from any of the Asiatic conn. 
tries, but it is equally opposed to the policy of selfishness and injustice 
we ha,ve hitherto pursued in dealing with Orientals. Particularly does 
our gorge rise at the cant, hypocrisy and humbug we are continually 
preaching while laying profane and greedy hands on everything the 
Orientals "are taught to revere as typical of their race, religion and 
civilization. We trust our correspondent is satisfied. 
If he is not 


we cannot help it and sljall not try. From certain peculiarities in his 
chirography we take him to be an immigrant himself—from Germany 
or some of the countries of Eastern Europe. 
We need scarcely re- 


mind him that his brothers, cousins and aunts,are pouring into the 
country at disagreeably rapid rate, and that it is hardly his place to 
kick up much of a row about the coming of the Japs. When did he 
acquire a vested right to keep other people out of this country any- 
how? 


It is about time for Senator Mitchell to break forth into tears 


again and asseverate with uplifted hands his innocence of taking good 
ntoney to serve a bad cause. 
His long fight on technicalities has end- 


ed in his demurrer being overruled by Judge De Haven., He must 
now go to trial before a jury. He has endeavored by every device 
known to the law to evade this ordeal while brazenly asserting that 
all he wanted was an opportunity to establish his innocence. 
This 


opportunity has finally been forced on him despite his protestations. 
He may escape legal conviction, but his conduct has convinced the 
public that he is a most unfit man to sit in the Senate.

ABOUT STRIKES. 


As long ago as the fourteenth een- 
ury there were popular movements in 
those districts ot Europe where cer- 
tain industries had been some time 
established, these "movements bearing 


certain resemblance to the strikes 


of the nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
.uries. 
This was particularly true in 


England during the second half of the 


fourteenth century. 
But even more 


ike the strike as it is known today 
were the strikes between the various 
guild organizations and between 
the 


journeymen and guildsmen in the 
:owns of both England and continental 
Surope. 
Many legal obstacles have 


been put in the way of strikes and 
strikers. 
Any combination of labor- 
ers to raise wages was illegal in Eng- 
land until 1824 and in France* until 
1864. 
In the United States strikes as 


such have never been Illegal, but until 
1830 it could not be definitely settled 
that strikers could not be arraigned 
for civil and criminal damages umier 
the conspiracy laws. Some forms of 
sympathetic strikes and of the boy- 
cott have been held illegal in this 
country. 
Riots are covered by 
the 


criminal law. 
In the United States there are a few 
records of strikes previous to 1800, 
such as those of the journeymen bak- 
ers in New York in 1741 and the jour- 
neyman shoemakers in Philadelphia in 
1796, 1798, 1798 and 1805. Something 
like a modern strike occurred in New 
York in 1802 among the sailors. They 
paraded the streets and compelled 
others to join them, hut were, dis- 
persed by constables and their lead- 
ers were punished. From 1821 to 1834 
there 
are 
accounts of only a few 
strikes each year. "In 1835," says an 
official report, "strikes had become so 
common as to call forth remonstrant 
comment from the public press." 
A 


number of strikes 
for the ten-hour 


day occurred in 1830, while strikes for 
eight-hour days were general in 1872- 
73.In England 
the 
better developed 


unions have adopted a conservative 
policy in regard to strikes. "Employ- 
ers are more accustomed to dealing on 
equal terms with their men than Is 
true in the United States," says an 
authority. In 1900 there occurred in 
Great Britain «48 strikes and lockouts, 
involving directly 135,145 
employes. 


Of these disputes 202 resulted in favor 
of the employes, 211 in favor of the 
employers and 221 were compromised. 
In Germany In that year there were 
1,433 
strikes, but not quite as many 


men were involved; 275 of the strikes 
succeeded and 505 succeeded partly. 


WHEN HORSES DANCED. 


There is an ancient Roman lamp 


among the treasures of the Louvre in 
Paris, and on this lamp is a picture 
of a horse that is being taught to 
stand on his hind legs. 
The Roman 
horse trainer is using a formidable- 
looking whip. The dancing horse fig- 
ures in that medley of antique learn- 
ing, the "Deiphosophists, or Banquet 
of the Learned," of Athenaeus. Ath- 
enaeus tells that the 'Sybarites "had 
carried their luxury to such a pitch 
that they had taught even their horses 
to dance at their feasts to the music 
of the flute. But disaster came of this 
effeminate horse training. -For the 
Crotonians, being at war with 
the 


Sybarites 
and 
knowing the air to 
which the Sybarite horses were accus- 
tomed to dance, played -the same' mel- 
ody on the battlefield, "and as soon as 
the horses 'heard them playing on the 
flute they not only began to dance but 
ran over to the army of the Croto- 
nia,ns, 
carrying 
their 
riders 
with 


them." 
Dancing cavalry horses appear again 


In greater detail, in the "Annals of 
Charon of Lampsacus," likewise quot- 
ed by Athenaeus. 
Charon says that 
the general of the army of a people 
named Bisatae 
lived, as a boy, in 
slavery among the Cardians; there he 
learned that the Cardian horses were 
taught to dance at feasts to the music 
of the flute, standing on their hind 
leet and dancing with their fore feet 
in time to the airs which they had 
been taught. So when war broke out 
the general" of the Bisatae secured a 
Cardlan female flute player, who in- 
structed his own musicians. 
When the flute players of the gen- 
eral of the Bisatae were sufficiently 
trained In the music of the Cardians 
he gave battle, ordering them to play 
the airs which they had learned and 
which the horses of the 
CardianK 


', knew. 
"And when (the horses heard 


• the flute they stood up on their hind 
'feet and took to dancing. 
But the 
| main strength of the Cardlans was in 
; their cavalry and so they were con- 
' quered.

Gambling—roulette, poker, bridge, stocks, grain, horses—is a disease that attacks men and women alike, 


but, somehow, the disease leaves an imprint on women more than on men. No woman addicted to the habit can 
retain the femininity that was hers before the attack. There comes a hardening if she is 
successful, 
and 
a 


breaking if she is not. The woman who is well up in the game of being a woman would be the last to trifle, to 
take the chance of forfeiting the essential point of the game—femininity. Femininity, in its charm for men, 
and to the woman who plays the game, means an appealing helplessness more than rigid'honor, virtue or un- 
assailable principles. It means a clinging, childlike trust and faith, and willingness to be guided, to be taken 
care of. The woman who can speculate, gamble, bet, or in any way play the money game for money's sake, is 
not helpless and leaves no field for masculine chivalry. She shatters her own ideals, and leaves no illusions 
for others. She becomes a hard, practical materialist and soon shows th<s transformation in every line of'her 
face .and attire In her love for the gathering in of the shekels, the making of thousands from hundreds, or of 
hundreds from tens, she loses the love of the beautiful and becomes so calloused as she was in the other ex- 
treme when she had no conscience—because of no knowledge—about squandering the hard-earned money of 
other people. Money has taken on a value, but not the value of what money can buy—Just .the hope of grasp- 
Ing; the fortune, the mystic fortune, the something for nothing. 


In an uptown hotel a department has been fitted up for ladles with 'lady attendants." where those who 


desire can invest anywhere from ten dollars up, and take chances on stocks and—I presume—on horses 
also,

The chances for the escape of the mouse'are about as 
good as the chance of winning ten for the speculator. Yet sometimes the market will take a decent turn and 
show the point that makes the ten—or even half a point that adds a five to the amount invested for-the option 
on shares. The wise "piker" with her ten or twenty dollars invested closes her deal for the day by taking her 
profit and considering it a day's good work. The foolish one holds on a little longer and sees her profit 
slip 


away, and then some of her margin, some more of her margin, and finally all of her margin. 
The margin 


may have been market money, or grocery money, or—the most .sacred of all—rent money. A look of despair has 
been crossing the expression of hope until In the end all hope Is absorbed by despair and tears come to the un- 
doing, to the breaking of the sweet femininity that may have known some deprivation heretofore, but no re- 
sponsibility. Now, an explanation must be made or deceit must follow, and either way the 
disease 
germ 
has 


taken hold. The greatest pity of it all is' that the woman .who invests the little amount—the ten or the twenty— 
for the sake of the point or even the half point that she may make, can 111 afford the money for the margin; the 
margin meaning money earned by a salaried husband and belonging to the family exchequer. 


The fairy stories about the fabulous wealth, the fabulous results of chorus girls' investments, have done 


more to upset modest households than can well be imagined. The chorus girl who becomes a capitalist is such 
a, common thing in New .York that the position of chorus girl seems to be more desirable 'than that of leading 
lady—unless the leading lady really has ambitions for the histrionic. You hear of the chorus girl at eighteen 
dollars a week, or even earning only twelve dollars, Investing her earnings through some tip she got over "the 
telephone," or through some fellow she knows on 'Change, and her twelve dollars comes back twelve thousand or 
something more. 
One girl's dance money came back $750,000!—not so very long ago. With the three quarters 


of a million were "Prince George" diamonds, necklaces, rings and bracelets, town houses, country 
house 
and 


staoles. The dear, fortunate chorus'girl never told how she found, or what turn of the market threw up, the 
diamond:? and the establishments, but she told very frankly what stock she invested in to make the cash. An- 
other little blonde of minor stage fame has her automobiles arid carts and magnificently furnished 
apartment, 


but she does not do the speculating herself. A friend of hers takes her money—fifty dollars 
at 
a 
time—and 


brings her back five hundred. Once he brought her two thousand. She .has never lost 
yet! But 
she 
never 


watches the ticker herself, nor gives any orders. It really is something wonderful—that luck of a chorus girl's 
money. 


At the race, track the ravages of the disease show more plainly. Women who make a business of playing 


the races are soon lost to any semblance of what they were when they began. 
They talk horse, 
jockey 
anfl 


owners as glibly as the men, and the most desirable acquaintance they can make Is the man or the woman who 
can give a bit of information about "form" or "company" or "past performances" or 
present 
"killings."' 
It 


makes no difference whether the woman to whom they talk is black or white, moral or immoral, or whether the 
man is a stable boy, valet, jockey or disgraced ""welcher." Social amenities are the last things thought of, and 
personal vanity has gone along with lost races. Buttons are off gloves, stitches are not taken in the "time that 
saves nine," plumes remain uncurled, and gowns are begrimed with the dust that has known no brush. A 'far- 
away, anxious, careworn look has taken the one of placidity, arid womanhood or sex is so little considered that 
she takes any kind of talk and abuse from messengers or bookmakers who learn to look upon her as a "crea- 
ture" and not as a woman. Many and many times kind bookmakers, who know the inevitable demoralization 
to all that Is most attractive to women, will say, "Don't get Interested in horse racing. Look around at 
these 


•women. They were, all of them, once as you are now. Some of them were rich. Sooner or later 
the 
book- 


maker gets thei^ money. I would not have my wife or my sister here for the world. Take my advice. Don'i 
go into it." And the woman who is asking the bookmaker to teach her how to place her bets only laughs at the 
idea that she can become like those wretched creatures, or that they were ever like her. 


One of these candidates for the disease had a roll of bills taken out of her hand satchel that 
she 
had 


fastened to her belt. She went to her would-be friend—the bookmaker. He said "Yes, you must look out for 
that. It is all a part of the demoralization. There is no doubt that the woman standing next you took it, 
you cannot prove it and a complaint will do you no good. But I can remember that woman, when she 
very different."

The social cheat at bridge is as common as bridge itself among women. One woman won so much and so 


continually at her home games of bridge whist that finally some professional gamblers were introduced and be- 
came a part of the coterie.

Judge Olmstead then an- 
nounced his decision to act under a 
new form of commitment, by which 
children guilty of small crimes can be 
r«wt under the legal guardianship of 


their teachers.

AMALGAMATED 'COPPER. 


Among what may be termed tho spe- 


cific 
influences 
of the week may 
be 


mentioned increasing dullness in the iron 
and steel industry and the publication 
by the Amalgamated Copper Company of 
its initial statement. 
The former in- 


fluence is probably more or less season- 
able. The Amalgamated statement proved 
considerable of a disappointment, as it 
showed the company to be simply a car- 
rier of other mining properties and act 
a mining company Itself, as many had 
been led to believe. Shortly after the 
stock was floated the price of copper ad- 
vanced to 17*4 cents per pound; which 
caused dividends to be paid at the rate 
of. 2 per cent quarterly. The stock ad- 
vanced thereon to 130. After this the 
price of the metal declined to 11V& cents 
per pound and the stock of the company 
fell even more in proportion than the 
price of copper, as it receded to 33%, 
and 
the dividend in consequence fell 


from. 8 per cent to 3 per cent per annum. 
Copper metal is now selling at about 15 
cents per pound, an advance of 3^. cents 
from its lowest price in 1903, ;which put 
the stock down to 33%; The Statement 
shows $8,942,712 surplus reserve, $7,350,- 
000 being loaned, out to 
the "Wabash 


Copper Company, one of its subsidiary 
companies. 
Phis - feature of the state- 


ment did not seem to be kindly received 
In ' the street, as the collateral for this 
loan is far from being a quick asset. 


THE WAR. 


The conflict in the Far East may, to a 
large extent, 
be regarded .as 
having 
passed beyond the active line of stock 
market influences. From a financial, and 
especially from a commercial, standpoint 
complete Russian defeat may almost be 
said to have been already discounted. 
From the commercial viewpoint it did 
not need the annihilation 
of Admiral 
Rojestvensky's fleet to convince mer- 
chants that Russian opposition and in- 
trigue against the "Open Door" ' in the 
Far East had be^n completely and ef- 
fectually 
ended. 
This 
situation 
was 
recognized months ago, and our tra&s 
with China and Japan shows that these 
merchants have had the courage of their 
convictions. I am credibly informed that 
China has since the 1st day of February 
sent orders for-cotton goods Lo this coun- 
try aggregating in value something more 
than $^0,000,000, these orders aggregating 
about 100,000 bales more than in any full 
year heretofore. 
And -in the same way 
the financial markets of the world may 
be regarded as having discounted the 
humiliating defeat of Russia. New York's 
interest in this direction, however, is 
comparatively slight; it extends merely 
to the sympathetic influence that New 
York, on account of the important posi- 
tion it occupies among the world's finan- 
cial centers, would be apt to reflect any 
rise or fall in .the securties in .London, 
Paris or Berlin, for so far as its own 
holdings of securities affected by the war 
are 
concerned 
they 
are 
insignificant. 


There seems but one point on which the 
war might resume importance as a mar- 
ket factor. This would be the success, of 
Russia in Involving other nations as a 
means of honorable acceptance, of its 
inevitable defeat—a situation 
that 
the 
destruction of the Russian fleet incT the 
magnificent conduct of Japan's military 
operations 
render 
particularly 
remote. 
With-such an allay as England, with such 
a natural ally as the United States..any 
comblr.r.tion of European nations against 
Japan would be so openly suictdaUas to 
hardly merit consideration. 
Sooner or 
later Japan will, I believe, adopt th; 
English language and the Ch.istian re- 
lision.

Try to Grow Corn 


of. Unique 
Quality. 


BERKELEY, June 14.—The depart- 


ment of entomology at the University 
of California has begun an extensive 
series of investigations in the Santa 
Clara Valley nea; Milpitas, in" "order 
that the corn grown in the State may 
be used for canning purposes and thai 
local canneries Will not be compelled 
to se^id Easi. for tiic raw product. 
The corn grown r this State is a.1 
sweet as any in the country and of as 
fine a quality, but it it is allowed ft 
stay on the italk l--i.t enough to reacn 
the maturity required for canning, it Is 
attacked by the coin worm and suc- 
cumbs. 


It is the object ot the entomologists 


at work on the pioblem to produce 
corn that is resistant to the attacks of 
the corn worm. A large plot of ground 
has been secured and all the known 
varieties o[ corn ha\t been planted at 
the new station. The corn will be al- 
lowed to reach the pioper maturity for 
canning in all varieties and it will be 
decided in this manner which variety 
is the best adapted to culture in CMi- 
fprnia. 
If there ib found no va.-lcfy 
that is strong enough to resist the dep- 
redations of Ihe PI.SI' by .itself, a new 
variety will be created by the Univer- 
sity men. 


This method of procedure is the only 
practical one as all sprays used to de- 
stroy the worm injuies the corn. The 
work is under the il;:ection of Warren 
T. Clark, entomologist at the Stale 
University. He is assisted m the field 
by C. H. Culmore formerly clerk of 
the agricultural college here.
